Six arrests had been 
reported today, but two most import­ 
ant sought men had not been found 
They were Michael Collins, command­ 
er-in-chief of the republican army, 
and his assistant, Mulcahey. 
There were reports the hunt was 
on for ‘'President" Kamonn lie Valera, 
but reliable reports said that official 
was not in the city. 
Meanwhile all Ireland was agitated 
with raids and threats of raids. 
At Thurles, the 
cathedral 
town, 
four hundred men and women wen 
arrested in a raid by the military 
The priaoners were driven into an 
open field near the police barracks 
and forced to stand while officers read i 
a proclamation of martial law. 
The 
hearers were threatened with severe 
penalties if they failed to surrender 
their arms or were found harboring 
rebels. 
Much ammunition was said to have 
been found at Sisangry where nine 
men and one woman suspects were 
captured.
